^Gardner, .a deputy marshal, was fatal- 
3y wounded and at least a dozen min- 
ers were shot and more or less ser- 
Sously injured as the result of an at- 
itack on a train bearing stnke break- 
ers to take 'the 
places of striking 


•union miners at Jefferson, near here 
yesterday afternoon. 
The tra'in wao 


in charge of 13 deputies, and was en 
route to Adamsiville. 
It is said the 


lunion miners attempted to induce the 
strike breakers to leave the train and 
threatened to kill them if they went 
to work. 


Governor Comer had ordered a com- 


pany of cavalry from Montgomery to 
the scene, and troops already on the 
ground are under arm? and are pa- 
troiing the district to prevent further 
disorders. 


Deputy Gardner, mortally wounded 


•was brought to Birmingham. Deputy 
George Smith, accompanying him, es- 
timates that no less than 1000 shots 
tv.ere fired by both sides in the attack 
at Jefferson. 


According to Smith the engagement 


•was opened when a train bearing 50 
strike breakers 
attempted 
to leave 


'Jefferson for Adamsville. 
Prior 
to 


this a number of miners 
had made 


overtures to the strike breakers to 
join their ranks, threatening at 
the 


same time to kill them uf the attempt- 
ed to work the mines of the opera- 
tors. In this emergency the deputies 
attempted to have tne train run out 
of Jefferson under fire if necessary. 
'An open switch, however, brought thj. 
engine to a stop and in this pred'^ca- 
ment the deputies and strike break- 
ers were fired on. 


'Bullets riddled the train and that 


many men were not injured and kill- 
ed is due to the fact that they fell to 
the floor and remained there. 
Th'ir- 


teen deputies returned the fire and 
they declare that at ]ca&l a dozen of 
the miners were either killed or ser- 
iously wounded. At this juncture 
Gardner fell mortally wounded.

corporations of Massachusetts have 
been within the control aud regulation 
of public bodies created for the pur- 
pose.

And so it was with reference to the 


electric telegraph. The first line was 
built between Baltimore and Washing- 
ton in 1S44, and, if my memory is not 
at fault, congress voted the inventor a 
large sum in recognition of his con- 
tribution to the public welfare. 


So also when the street railway was in- 


troduced in 1852 and its successor, the 
electric railway, about 1SSG, and when 
the telephone and electric light both 
made their first appearance in com- 
mercial use in lS7ii the communities 
which they were established to serve 
were clamorous for their introduction 
and were not much if at all concerned 
about their regulation. 


But in ail these cases what was at 


first a wonder or a novelty soon be- 
came a commonplace adjunct to daily 
life. The public awakened to the fact 
that these utilities had not been estab- 
lished for purely eleemosynary pur- 
poses—that, in the expressive language 
of the day, their owners were ''not in 
business for their health.'' The more 
modern doctrine, promulgated. I be- 
lieve, from Xew York city, of "the pub- 
lic be damned" was a more or less 
natural outcome • of later conditions.

extending it into channels of doubtful 
profit should not be treated in the mat- 
ter of initial securities or the returns 
upon them with the same strictness 
as the conservative investor in an es- 
tablished business.

dent Eliot again: 


"There is much to be said on behalf 


of the proposition that there shall be 
no water iu the stock of public service 
corporations, yet if this principle had 
been applied to all street railway and 
lighting companies during the past 
thirty-five years the public would have 
waited long for facilities which they 
have greatly enjoyed and profited by." 


The great authority of the supreme

JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing An Amendment to the Consti- 
tution of the State o£ Ohio Rela- 
tive to the Passage of Bills. 


Be It resolved by the General Assembly 


of the State of Ohio: 
Section 1. A proposition shall be sub- 
mitted to the electors of tliis state at the 
next election for members of the general 
assembly, to amend the constitution of 
the state of Ohio so that sections 18 to 
32, both inclusive, of article II, shall be 
spectively be numbered us sections 19 to 
33; and sections 16 and 
11> of such article 
be so amended as to read as follows;
